The taxes of tho city and county, If 


unpaid after next Monday, will be cle- 
llnciuent.

now pending in the Supreme Court. 
Pending this decision some of the heav- 
iest taxpayers in the county have held 
back their payments, and notably the 
taxes of the railroad company. 


The Tax Collector Is willing to accept 


the taxes as computed on the reduced 
assessments, provided a stipulation Is 
signed agreeing to pay the difference If 
the original assessments are sustained. 
The. situation is one of no little em- 
barrassment. One view Is that the Tax 
Collector has no right to demand any 
stipulation. 
Another Is that only In 


this way can he protect Jiirnself—that 
he would ba personally liable for the 
difference If tlie original assessments 
should be sustained. In a case of as 
much importance as this one -would 
ihlnk the Supreme Court •would have 
taken It up at once and have settled 
the question in season to relieve tax- 
payers from a vexatious issue. There 
are less than four days remaining In 
which taxes can be paitj without Incur- 
ring a heavy penalty. Taxpayers havo 
a right to know what Is and -what is 
not a leiral tax.

decorations belonging to the Citizens' 
Fourth of July Celebration Committee, 
for the purpose of borrowing the same 
to be used in decorating the exposition 
building. 
Considerable enthusiasm was mani- 


fested by the members over the show- 
ing of several silk handkerchiefs which 
Mr. Sharpe said had been manufactur- 
ed in Berkeley.
